WESTERN PRISON 


Tony Pulci, of DuBois, who 
was 


convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter 


at May term of court for the killing 
of Charles Nelo at DuBois on the aft- 
ernoon of January 29, 1922, will 
spend 
the next four 
years in the 


western penitentiary at Pittsburg, if 
the sentence handed out in the Clear- 
field county court this morning stands 
the test of appeal 
to the 
Supreme 


court of Pennsylvania. 


The jury which returned the ver- 


dict 
of 
voluntary 
manslaughter 


against Pulci also made a recommen- 
dation for mercy. 
Motion for a pew 


trial was made by Attorney Gleason 
and Margiotti, who defended 
Pulci, 


but a new trial was refused by Judge 
Bell in an opinion handed down last 
week. 


Pulci faced Judge Bell for sentence 


this morning. Attorney Gleason made 
an appeal to the court for him, stat- 
ing that Pulci still maintained his in- 
nocence 
of having 
fired the 
shots 


which ended the life of Nelo. 
Pulci 


also addressed the court briefly and 
protested 
his 
innocence. 
District 


Attorney Arnold stated that Pulci's 
previous record in Clearfield county 
showed 
that in 1916 he had 
been 


charged by Angelo Caramella with 
carrying concealed 
deadly 
weapons 


and assault and battery with intent 
to kill, and had entered a plea of 
guilty to the first count, and he had 
also been in trouble in Buffalo before 
coming to DuBois. 


Judge Bell then stated he believed 


the verdict of the jury to be right 
and sentenced Pulci to pay $1.00 fine 
and the costs and undergo imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at labor for 
not more than eight years nor less 
than four years. 


Attorney Gleason immediately be- 


gan the preparation of an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, and will ask that 
the sentence be set aside and a new 
.rial granted.

examination and furnish to hc.ilth of- 
ficers certificate stating they aro fi-ee 
from the diseases mentioned in Act of 
Assembly No.

reads as follows: 


"Every person before operating or 


being permitted to work at a public 
eating or drinking place shall obtain 
a cert-ficate from a reputable regis- 
tered doctor of medicine, certifying

C( ii'iivmently there is ronson 
bole will have the coiu'.ig^ to 


A Rice-Fed Champion 


AMERICA'S GROWING MARKET 


Who, outside of those directly interested, would suppose 


that the one important country \\hose trade with the United 
States in the past year, imports and exports, increased, wa- 
Japan? 
Yet where all other imports show a fall in value of 


twenty-eight per cent, those from Japan show a gain of 
eighteen per cent, and where world exports reveal a shrink- 
age in value of forty-two per cent, those to Japan show an 
increase of thirty per cent. 


Japan sent imports practically equal in value to all those 


from Canada, which led the list. "Japan was fourth in buying 
from the United, States, being exceeded only by the United 
Kingdom, Canada and Germany; all of which bought lers than 
the previous year, while Japan bought $59,000,000 more and 
gold us $54,000,000 more than in 1921. 
This country's total 


trade with Japan in 1913 was only $150,000,000, in the past 
year it reached $550,000,000. 


American imports from Japan were mostly i-aw silks; our 


exports to that country were largely raw cotton, but the man- 
ufactured articles we are selling the Japanese are rapidly in- 
creasing. The figures for 1922 are the more significant, when 
it is known that the prices of two prmcipal articles of ex- 
change, cotton and silk, were about the same as the year 
before, while all other articles were far below, showing a 
relatively larger increase in bulk than the value indicates. 


A QUESTION OF COURAGE

and capital.

President's request doubts that Congress has the courage to 
comply.

It is also true that the injurious 
effects of strikes and lock-outs in essential production arc- 
plainly menacing public interests not represented at Washing- 
ton. 
The duty of Congressmen is plain. Have they courage

against Pulci also made a recommen- 
dation for mercy.

Bell in an opinion handed down last 
week. 


Pulci faced Judge Bell for sentence 


this morning. Attorney Gleason made 
an appeal to the court for him, stat- 
ing that Pulci still maintained his in- 
nocence 
of having 
fired the 
shots 


which ended the life of Nelo. 
Pulci 


also addressed the court briefly and 
protested 
his 
innocence.

Attorney Arnold stated that Pulci's 
previous record in Clearfield county 
showed 
that in 1916 he had 
been 


charged by Angelo Caramella with 
carrying concealed 
deadly 
weapons 


and assault and battery with intent 
to kill, and had entered a plea of 
guilty to the first count, and he had 
also been in trouble in Buffalo before 
coming to DuBois. 


Judge Bell then stated he believed 


the verdict of the jury to be right 
and sentenced Pulci to pay $1.00 fine 
and the costs and undergo imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at labor for 
not more than eight years nor less 
than four years.

AMERICA'S GROWING MARKET 


Who, outside of those directly interested, would suppose 


that the one important country \\hose trade with the United 
States in the past year, imports and exports, increased, wa- 
Japan? 
Yet where all other imports show a fall in value of 


twenty-eight per cent, those from Japan show a gain of 
eighteen per cent, and where world exports reveal a shrink- 
age in value of forty-two per cent, those to Japan show an 
increase of thirty per cent. 


Japan sent imports practically equal in value to all those 


from Canada, which led the list. "Japan was fourth in buying 
from the United, States, being exceeded only by the United 
Kingdom, Canada and Germany; all of which bought lers than 
the previous year, while Japan bought $59,000,000 more and 
gold us $54,000,000 more than in 1921. 
This country's total 


trade with Japan in 1913 was only $150,000,000, in the past 
year it reached $550,000,000. 


American imports from Japan were mostly i-aw silks; our 


exports to that country were largely raw cotton, but the man- 
ufactured articles we are selling the Japanese are rapidly in- 
creasing. The figures for 1922 are the more significant, when 
it is known that the prices of two prmcipal articles of ex- 
change, cotton and silk, were about the same as the year 
before, while all other articles were far below, showing a 
relatively larger increase in bulk than the value indicates.
